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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT/COMMENT 

1. The amendment filed June 14, 2005 has been entered. 

2. The obviousness-type double patenting rejection over claims 1-4, 6, 9, 11-13 and 15 are 
withdrawn due to the fact that the present application is clarified to be directed to a different 
species, the abutting element, such as threaded pin 181 as depicted in Fig. 7, penetrating the 
outer cam collar as recited in amended claim 1. 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37

Claim 18, line 3: "356-1" has been deleted. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
fails to disclose or fairly suggest a shoring device comprising a piston, a cylinder partially 
enclosing the piston, the piston and cylinder each comprising an interior wall and an exterior 
wall, proximal end and distal end, and a predetermined wall thickness, at least one straight metal 
camp pin, a mechanical device encircling the piston and cylinder, the mechanical device 
comprising an outer cam collar having an abutting element, such as a threaded pin, penetrating 
the outer cam collar, the outer cam collar movably positioned along the longitudinal axis of the 
piston, an inner ring attached to and encircling the cylinder, the inner ring having an inner ring 
circumference, a continuous circular indentation along the circumference and an indentation 
floor with a depth and a width, the outer cam collar concentrically enclosing the inner ring 
wherein the abutting element/threaded pin preventing rotational movement of the cylinder with 
respect to the piston by tightly abutting the indentation floor and as specifically called for the 
claimed combinations.
